Cash  income  fror,  farm  marketings  ejid  Government  pajnnents  in  April  to- 
taled 625  million  dollars  compared  wi oh  568  million  dollsrs  in  April  1939  and 
the  revised  estimate  of  304  mil].ion  dollars  for  March  1940.     Incom.e  from  farm. 
msrketinr^s  increased  more  thrn  seasonrdly  from  March  to  April,  becs-use  of  the 
sharp  jncreases  in  inocm.e  from  cattle,  whep^t,  truck  crops,  s  trpov^berries ,  and 
tobacco,  an.d  in  April  amounted  to  .|559  , 000,  OCO  compared  rath  :|537 , 000 , 000  in 
March.     Govornmer.t  payments  in  April  totaled  66  million  dollars,  compared  vdth 
67  million  dollars  in  Ma^ch  and  90  million  dollars  in  /Ipril  1959. 

For  the  first  4  months  of  1940  cash  farm  income,  including  Government 
paym.ents,  vras  12  percent  higher  thnn  o  yosir  earlier,  totaling  2,615  million  \ 
dollars,  compared  I'dth  2,541  million  dollars  last  year.     Income  from  farm  mar- 
ketings totaled  2,258  mdllion  dollars,  10  percent  more  than  in  the  first  4 
months  of  1939.     Income  from  crops  increased  IS  percent,  while  incom.e  from 
livestock  and  livestock  products  was  only  6  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier, 
Govcrmaent  payments  in  the  first  4  months  of  1940  amounted  to  357  million  dol- 
lars, comncred  with  282  million  dolla:.-s  a  yoar  earlier. 

The  seasonp.lly  adjusted  index  of  ircome  from  farm  marketings  increased 
from  7S.0  percent  of  the  1924-29  average  in  March  to  81.5  percent  in  April; 
in  April  1959  farm  income  was  only  about  68.0  percent  of  the  1924-29  average. 
The  sharp  decline  in  income  from  corn  following  the  deadline  for  corn  loan 
applications  on  April  1  v-zas  more  th;-.n  offset  by  increased  income  from  wheat 
sold  to  m.e'  t  the  deadline  for  repay^iient  of  loans  and  incom.e  from  all  grains 
increased  slightly  after  seasonal  adjustm.ent.     April  vrs-.s  the  first  month  in 
VJ-hich  strawberries  were  marketed  in  volum..',   and  these  larger  m.arke tings  were  the 
principal  factor  in  the  m.ore~than-sea3onal  incresse  in  income  from  fruits  from 
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March  to  April.     Incoipe  froip  vegeta.!;]  es  also  increased  more  than  seasonally 
from  March  to  April  because  of  the  parked  increase  in  income  from,  truck  crops. 
Income  from  cotton  and  cottonseed  made  about  the  usual  seasonal  change.  Be- 
cause of  the  later  marketing  of  fire-cured  tobacco  this  year,  income  from  to- 
bacco declined  much  less  than  seasonally  from  March  to  April. 

Income  from  meat  animals  increased  m.uch  r^ore  than  seasonally  from  March 
to  April  as  marketings  of  cattle  were  considerably  larger  th fin  in  fTarch  or  than 
in  April  a  year  ago.     Income  from  oth^r  meat  anim.als  made  about  the  usual  sea- 
sonal change  from  March  to  April.     Income  from,  dairy  products  declined  slightly 
more  then  seasonally  from  March  to  April,  and  income  from  poultry,  eggs,  and 
wool  increased  slightly  less  th-an  usual. 

The  recent  sharp  declines  in  prices  of  grains  and  cottor  are  not  likely 
to  seriously  affect  the  le-vel  of  f^-rm  income  in  May,  since  marketings  of  these 
products  in  May  are  relatively  sm'rJl.     It  is  prob  >ble  that  ircome  from  straw- 
berries and  truck  crops  rrill  continue  to  increase  m.ore  than  seasonally.  Market 
prices  of  m.eat  ioiimals  were  about  the  sam.e  in  m.id-May  as  in  mid- April,  but  un- 
less the  hcav;.'-  m.ovem.ent  of  cattle  continues  incom.e  may  decline  slightly  from, 
the  relatively  high  -level  reached  in  April.     It  seems  likely,  therefore,  that 
the  chf'inge  in  income  from  April  to  May  \\rill  not  differ  greatly  from  the  usual 
slight  increase  which  norm.ally  occurs  beim-een  these  2  m^onths .     Government  paj'-- 
m.ents  in  May  are  expected  to  be  sm.aller  than  in  April  and  to  continue  low  imtil 
payments  of  the  1940  soil-cons irvation.  and  price-parity  programs  get  under  way 
in  volimve  in  the  last  half  of  the  year.

Cash  income  from  farm  BiarVstjn^p  dvring  the  first  quarter  of  1940  was 
higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  regions  except  the  South  Atlantic,  end  in 
37  of  the  48  States.    With  the  increase  in  Government  payments,  income  from 
farm  marketings  \'-as  larger  in  all  the  regions  except  the  South  Atlantic,  and 
in  all  but  6  of  the  States, 

Income  from  farm  m.arketings  in  the  Western  States  decreased  sharply 
from  February  to  March  whereas  it  usually  makes  8  seasonal  increase.     In  the 
South  Central  and  Western  States  income  also  decrea.sed  slightly  instead  of 
meking  a  sm.al],  seasonal  rise.     In  the  East  North  Central  and  Western  regions 
the  increase  was  somev/hat  less  than  the  normal  seasonal  increase but  in  the 
North  Atlantic  States  the  increase  from  February  to  Morch  v>rq.s  m.ore  than  usual. 
The  trend  of  cash  income  from^  farm  marketings  in  each  region  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1940  is  compared  with  the  trend  of  f<arm  income  in  1939  and  with  the 
average  income  for  1936-38  in  the  chart  on  the  following  page. 

North  Atlantic  States 

Incom^e  from  farm  marketings  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  was  13  percent 
larger  this  March  than  in  March  1939  j  Govcrnruent  payments,  including  total  cash 
farm  income,  also  \'w.s  15  percent  larger.     Larger  returns  from,  both  crops  and 
livestock  end  livestock  products  contributed  to  the  increase.     Income  from 
dairy  products,  poultry  and  eggs,  potatoes,   grains,  tobacco,  and  miscellaneous 
crops  was  larger  but  incorue  from  moat  animals  and  apples  was  smaller, 

In  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  farm  income  from  marketings  was  7  per- 
cent larger  in  the  North  Atloncic  region  than  in  January-March  last  year.  In- 
come from  crops  v,-as  17  percent  larger,  but  returns  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  were  up  only  2  percent.     Income  from  crops  was  larger  in  each  State  ofs 
the  region,  with  greatest  increases  in  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts  where  in- 
come from  tobacco  vras  much  larger.     Larger  returns  from  potatoes,  gr3ins,  and 
nursery  and  greenhouse  products  contributed  to  the  increase  in  the  other  States 
of  the  region.     Income  from  meat  aiiimals  was  smaller  in  all  States  of  the  re- 
gion, and  income  from  dairy  ond  poultry  products  was  slightly  larger  than  in' 
the  first  quarter  of  last  ye-„r.     Income  from  marketings  \va.s  larger  in  each 
State  except  New  Jersey,  where  smaller  income  from  meat  animals,  poultry  and 
eggs,  apples,  end  sv/eet  potatoes  contributed  to  the  decline. 

East  North  Central  States 

Income  from  farm  marketings  in  March  in  the  East  North  Central  States 
vj-as  3  percent  larger  than  in  March  last  year.     Government  payments,  however, 
were  much  smaller  in  each  State  of  the  region,  so  that  including  Government 
ps.yments,  income  for  the  region  w^as  4  percent  smaller,     Incom.e  from,  grains  was 
larger  in  each  State  of  the  region  this  March,  largely  as  a  result  of  bigger 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  loans  on  corn.     Income  from  apples  v/as  slightly 
larger  in  Ohio  and  Wisconsin  but  smaller  in  Indiana,  Illinois,  and  Michigan, 
Income  from  tobacco  also  was  larger  in  Ohio  and  Wisconsin.     Income  from  meat 
ejiim.als  was  smaller  in  all  States  of  the  region,   '^nd  returns  from  poultry  and 
eggs  were  dovm  in  all  States  except  Wisconsin,     Income  from  dairy  products , 
however,  was  larger  in  each  State  of  the  region  and  did  much  to  offset  the  de- 
creases in  income  from  meat  animals  and  poultry, 
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In  the  first  3  months  of  this  year  income  from  m.arketings  in  the  East 
Worth  Central  region  was  12  percent  larger  than  in  these  m.onthc  last  year  and, 
although  Government  pajmients  v.^ere  smaller,   income  including  Government  payments 
was  9  percent  larger.     In-come  from  crops  waG  larger  in  all  States  except  Michi- 
gan, where  r'^^turns  from  s.pples  and  vegetabl^.s  were  sm-^ller.     Increases  in  in- 
come from  crops  in  Indiana^  Illinois,  and  Ohio  werp  due  m.ostly  to  larger  re- 
turns from  Gormodity  Credit  Corporation  loans  on  corn.     In  l^isconsin  larger  re- 
turns from  tobacco  caused  most  of  the  increase.     Income  from,  meat  onimals  vj-rs 
larger  in  Indiana,  Illinois,  and  Michigan  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  but 
was  sm.aller  in  Ohio  and  Y/isconsin.     Returns  from  poultry  and  eggs  were  larger 
in  all  Stnt^s  except  Illinois,  toid  incomu  from^  dairy  products  was  larger  in 
Bach  State  of  the  region.

A  32  perce.nt  increase  in  receipts  from  iTiarlcetings  of  crops  in  the  TYest 
North  Central  States  in  March  of  this  year  more  th^n  offset  a  3  percent  smaller 
income  from  sales  of  livestock  and  livestock  products,  so  that  income  from  all 
farm,  marketings  v/as  6  percent  larger  thsji  in  March  last  year.     Smaller  Govern- 
ment payments.,  liowjver,  resulted  in  a  tot'':l  farm  cash  income  4  percent  sm.aller 
than  a  year  c5rlie.r.     Income  from,  crop  sr.les  was  larger  in  ench  State  except 
Nebraska,  where  income  from  sales  and  loons  on  corn  v;-as  smialler.     Income  from 
wheat  was  larger  in  all  States  of  the  region,  with  income  in  North  Dakota  show- 
ing the  grep^test  increas'-^.     In  Minnesota  and  Iowa  increases  in  income  resulted 
from,  Iprger  Commodity  Credit  .Corporo.tion  loaris  on  corn.     Income  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products  was  smaller  in.  all  States  except  Minnesota  and  North  Da- 
kota,    For  the  region,  sLialler  returns  from,  meat  animals,  poultry,  and  eggs 
more  than  offset  increased  returns  from  dairy  products. 

For  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  incomiC  from  fe..rm  m.arketings  vras  13 
percent  larg-vr;  including  Government  payments,  cash  farm  income  was  up  16  per- 
cent.    Income  from,  crops  was  larger  in  all  of  the  States  excep-c  Nebraska,  where 
smaller  Commodity  Credit  Corpoi-?tion  loans  on  corn  offset  increased  returns 
from  other  gi-ains  and  from  misccllensous  crops.     In  the  other  States  income 
from  grs.ins  was  lo.rger,  with  greatest  increases  in  income  from  sa].es  of  wheat 
pnd  from,  larger  Comriiodity  Credit  Corporation  loens'  on  corn.     Ircom.e  from  live- 
stock and  livestock  prod'i.cts  was  larg;;r  in  occh  State  o.f  the  region,  mostly  on 
account  of  larger  returns  fi'om  dairy  products,   although  income  from  lue  at  sjii- 
mals,   rmd  poultry  and  eggs  o.lso  wa.s  larg'^r. 

South  .A.tlontic  States 

Incom.e  frcn  marketings  in  the  South  Atle.-ntic  States  was  19  percent 
smaller  this  March  thaii  Ir, st;   including  Government  payments,   farm  returixs  were 
doYm  22  percent.     Most  of  the  50  percent  smo.ller  incomes  from  crops  in  this  re- 
gion was  due  to  much  sm.aller  r.-turns  from  truck  crops  and  citrus  fruits  in 
Florida  as  the  resxilt  of  the  J-i^.nuary  freeze. 

Income  from  m^arkctings  in  the  region  the  first  quarter  of  this  yoo.r  was 
6  percent  smaller  than '  a  year   earlier  but  Government  pci'-mients  v/ere  larger,  so 
that  including  Government  pajmients  cash  farTi  ircom.e  v.-as  only  1  percent  smaller. 
Although  incom/3  from  crop  marketings  in  the  region  was  10  percent  smaller  th;an 
in  the  first  3  mionths  of  last  year,  it  was  larger  in  r.ll  States  except  Maryland 
and  Florida.     In  Maryland  income  from,  grains,   applts,   and  vegetables  was  smal- 
ler;  in  Florida  the  decrease  resulted  from  smaller  marketings  of  fruits  and 


vegetables.     For  the  region,  income  f'rcii  cotton  and  tcbelcco  was  much  larger 
and  more  than  offset  decreases  in  inc-:..    from  fruits,  vegetables,  and  grp.lns.  " 
Largest  increases  in  income  vrero  in  Touth  Carolina,  as  a  resiilt  of  larger  re- 
turns from  cotton,  and  in  North  Caro  .ina,  Yvhero  returns  from  tobacco  v/ere  up 
sharply  on  account  of  Iptsr-than-usu^.l  marketings  of  the  1939  crop,  Incom.e 
from  livestock  and  livestock  rroflucts  in  the  region  was  dowi  2  percent  in  Jenu- 
ary-March  this  yeer  because  of  smialler  retu^-ns  from  m.jat  animals  which  more 
than  offset  increased  income  in  dairy  and  poultry  products. 

South  Central  States 

Farmers'   cash  income  from,  marketings  in  the  South  Central  region  was 
about  the  S8.me  this  March  as  last.     Tobal  cash  incom.e,  including  Goverrmient 
payments,  was  slightly  smaller.    An  increase  of  15  percent  in  returns  from  crop 
sales,  as  a  result  of  larger  income  from  grains,  cotton,  tobacco,  and  miscel- ' 
lanecus  crops,  offset  smaller  receipts  fror.i  sales  of  fruits  and  vegetables. 
Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  nro  ducts  -was  down  9  percent  this  March  on  : 
account  of  smaller  returns  from  meat  animals  and  poultry  and  eggs. 

For  the  first  quarter  of  1940  incom.e  from  m.arketings  were  about  the  same 
as  in  Jenuary-March  1939.     However,  Government  payments  were  larger,  -md  total 
cash  farm  income  was  17  percent  larger  than  in  the  same  period  a  year  earlier. 
Income  from  crop  sales  was  5  percent  larger  for  the  region,  and  was  larger  in 
all  States  except  Tennessee  (vihere  it  was  about  the  same),  Mississippi,  and 
Louisiana,     In  Mississippi  income  from  cotton,  grains,  and  vegetables  was  smal- 
ler, while  in  Louisiana  the  decrucse  was  due  to  the  smaller  returns  from  cotto| 
strav.'-berries ,  and  truck  crops.     Lc-rgost  increases  in  income  from  crops  were  ir^ 
Arkansas  and  Alabama,  vfhere  income  fi''~>m  cotton  was  well  above  the  abnormally 
low  incom.e  in  the  first  quarter  of  19.::9,     Incom.e  from  livestock  exid  livestock 
products  was  down  5  percent  for  the  region,  and  was  smaller  in  all  States  of 
the  group  except  Kentucky  and  Arkansas,  where  the  i?icr eases  were  very  sm.all. 
For  the  region,  smaller  returns  frov  meat  animals  and  poultry  and  eggs  more 
than  offset  increases  in  returns  from  dairy  products. 

7[e stern  States 

In  the  Tfestern  States  income  from  marketings  in  March  made  som.ewhat  less 
than  the  usual  seasonal  i.ncrease  over  February,     Hovrever,  March  incom.e  was  10 
percent  larger  than  in  March  1939;   including  Government  payments,  it  was  9  per- 
cent larger.     Both  crops  and  livestock  products  contributed  to  the  increase, 
but  the  increase  in  income  from  crop  sales  was  much  larger.     Income  from  crops 
this  March  v/as  larger  in  all  States  except  Oregon,  where  a  small  decrease  re- 
sulted from  smaller  returns  from  wheat,  a.pples,  truck  crops,  and  hay.     For  the 
region,  income  from  grains,  vegetables,  and  hay  was  larger.     Income  from,  live- 
stock and  livestock  products  was  up  only  4  percent,  and  this  increase  was  due 
to  larger  returns  from  dairy  products. 

For  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  income  from  marketings  was  6  percent 
larger  than  in  January-March  last  yec-r;   including  Government  payments,  income 
was  up  16  percent.     Income  from,  crops  was  7  percent  larger,  and  was  larger  in 
each  State  except  Colorado,  Ti,''ashington,  and  Oregon.     In  Colorado  income  from 
corn  sales  and  loans  was  smaller,  while  in  Washington  and  Oregon  income  from 
v:heat  and  apples  was  dov.oa.     Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was 
up  6  percent,  and  was  larger  in  all  States  except  Nev^  Mexico,  Arizona,  and 
Nevada.     In  these  three  States  decreases  in  incom.e  from  meat  animals  offset  / 
small  increases  in  income  from  dairy  products.     Income  from  dairy  products  vra:S' 
larger  in  all  other  States  of  the  region,  also.     Income  from  poultry  vroduats 
was  larger  in  Colorado,  Utah,  and  Orugo.a,  but  was  slightly  smaller  in  Montana, 
IdaJrio,   and  Wyoming,   and  was  much  smalLler  in  Washington  and  California,
